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1 . Claims 5-8 and 14 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 12, 13, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Monk (1,926,299). Monk discloses a shipping/display box comprising a front panel (20), a 
bottom panel (7) and a plurality of other panels (6, 8, 9, 12-15) to define a compartment and at 
least one of the bottom panel and the front panel including a display tab integrally formed 
therein. The display tab having a perforated first edge (29, 30) and a second edge (32) adapted to 
hingedly attached the display tab to the box and the display tab is adapted to movably detach 
from the box along the perforated first edge but remain attached to the box along the second 
edge. As to claim 2, Monk discloses the display tab comprises a swing portion (31) and a 
display portion (20) and the swing portion is hingedly attached to the box along the second edge. 
As to claims 3-4, Monk discloses a hinge means comprises a hinged fold (18) for movement of 
the display portion relative to the swing portion (Figure 3). As to claims 12 and 13, the front 
panel is defined as 7. 
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4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee (2,136,797). Lee 
discloses a shipping/display box comprising a front panel (8), a bottom panel (1) and a plurality 
of other panels (2, 3, 6) to define a compartment and at least one of the bottom panel and the 
front panel including a display tab (13) integrally formed therein. The display tab having a 
perforated first edge (12) and a second edge adapted to hingedly attached the display tab to the 
box and the display tab is adapted to movably detach from the box along the perforated first edge 
but remain attached to the box along the second edge (Figures 1-4). 



5. Claims 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
